Federal funds earmarked to 
help communities with large 
tracts of forest land will be used 
to advance a planned riverwalk 
along the AuSable River in 
Grayling as well as to pay for 
signage on the county’s paved 
pathway system. 

Crawford County will receive 
funds from the U.S. Forest 
Service through the National 
Forest Dependent Communities 
Development Economic Act of 
1990, which was passed to help 
areas which are dependent on 


the timber industry where per-' 


sistent poverty exits. 

About 38,000 acres of. the 
Huron-Manistee National Forest 
is located in Crawford County. 

The county has received an 
$18,000 grant which will pay for 
engineering to determine if a 


- riverwalk can be placed adjacent 


to the AuSable River between 
the Grayling Township Park and 
the Devereaux Memorial 
Crawford County Library. 


Another $42,000 grant will be

58th AuSable 
Marathon to start 
Saturday night 


Fifty-two paddling teams will 
depart from Grayling on 
Saturday night during the start of 
the 58th Weyerhaeuser AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon, a 120- 
mile race that features nighttime 
paddling, several portages, 15 
timing cutoffs, thousands of 
spectators, and a total purse of 
more than $50,000. 

The AuSable Marathon is the 
second leg of the Triple Crown 
of Canoe Racing. The first is the 
General Clinton Canoe Regatta, 
a one-day, 70-mile race held in 
New York during Memorial Day 
weekend. The third leg is La 
Classique Internationale de 
Canots de la Mauricie, a three- 
day, three-stage race held in 
Quebec during Labor Day week- 
end,

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Davis to serve as Court 
of Appeals Judge

A judge who has spent his 
entire legal career serving in the 
Grayling area has been appoint- 
ed to serve the second highest 
court in the state. 

Governor Jennifer M. 


Granholm earlier this month: 


appointed Chief 46th Trial 
Court Judge Alton T. Davis to 
serve as an appellate judge for 
the 4th District Court of Appeals. 

“With more than 20 years of 
experience as a judge and his 
active involvement in the com- 
munity, Alton will be an excel- 


‘lent addition to the 4th District 


Court of Appeals,” Granholm 
said. “I am confident he will 
serve both the bench’ and 
Michigan well.” 

Davis, who has has served as a 
circuit court judge for 21 years, 
will be one of seven judges who 
will serve in the 4th District, 
which covers 58 counties includ- 
ing the entire Upper Peninsula. 
There are an overall 28 judges 
who serve in the Court of 
Appeals. 

Instead of establishing the 
facts in a case and applying the 
law as-a circuit judge, Davis will 
now be in charge of reviewing 
cases to see if errors have been 
made or if a ruling in a case 
should be reversed.

“The appellate court is not in 
the fact finding business,” Davis 
said. “All they deal with is the 
record of what the lower court 
heard.” 

Davis added that Court of 
Appeals judges render the final 
opinion in 95 percent of the 
cases they deal with since the 
Michigan State Supreme Court 
is not obligated to hear further 
appeals. 

“Most cases which end up in 
the Court of Appeals ~ it’s like 
the end of the road — so it’s a 
pretty big responsibility,’ Davis 
said.

Davis has previously volun- 
teered to serve to hear appeal 
cases along with a pair of court 
of appeals judges for seven years 
in the 1980s, until the practice 
was discontinued and the legisla- 
ture provided funding for a full 
panel of Court of Appeals 
judges. 

Davis said the move to the 
higher court will be bittersweet 
since he will miss the day-to-day 
contact with citizens and attor- 
neys, but is looking forward to a 
new challenge. 

“Just like everybody else, 
every 21 years a change is a good 
thing,” he said. 

Born in Petoskey and raised in 
Burt Lake in Cheboygan County, 
Davis graduated from the Inland 
Lakes School System in 1965. 
He attended North Central 
Michigan College in Petoskey, 
then went. on to Western 
Michigan University in 
Kalamazoo where he majored in 
english and social science and 
also received his teaching certifi- 
cate. 

Davis taught ninth grade eng- 
lish and was the director for the 
debate team for the Rudyard 
Public School System, which 
won the debate competition for 
the Upper Peninsula and was one 
of the finalists for the state in 
1969-70 school year. The yearn- 
ing to attend law school pulled 
Davis from the classroom. 

“I enjoyed teaching, but | 
could see-how I could get locked 
in,’ he said. “If I wouldn’t have 
gone to law school, I could see 
where I would have still been in 
the classroom today.” . 

Davis practiced as an attorney 
in the Grayling area for about 10 
years, He served as the assistant 
prosecutor under his law partner 
and former Crawford County 
Prosecutor Tom Kent, unti! Kent 
left the county. 

After serving as the chief pros- 
ecutor for the county, Davis lost 
in the 1980 election to 
Prosecutor John Huss by 100 


votes, which he said was one of 
the best things that ever hap- 
pened to him before becoming a 
judge. 

“T didn’t have that baggage 
being carried out in the public, 
which was to my advantage,” 
Davis said. 

Davis cited the “tangled” after- 
math of the Jerry Tobias murder 
trial as one of the most noted 
cases he has been involved with. 
He added that he was quick to 
learn to never schedule a trial 
during the busy holiday season 
when his first civil case involving 
Shell Oil started in September 
and went on for six months. 

“T learned to never schedule a 
(rial during the holiday season 
because you just run into every 
interruption known to man,” 
Davis said. 

Davis said unifying the 46th 
Trial Court in Crawford, Otsego 
and Kalkaska Counties, has been 
his largest success administering 
the courts. He said the court will 
continue to be successful serving 
the counties and people despite a 
lawsuit challenging court fund- 
ing which the court filed against 
the Crawford County 
Commissioners, which was 
recently decided by the Court of 
Appeals in favor of the Trial 
Court.

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ONE OF THE most thankless and 
toughest jobs in Michigan state govern- 
ment the last few years must be mem- 
bership on the State Board of 
Canvassers. 

It carries no salary either, 

The job itself is created by the state 
constitution, with details of duties and 
operations fleshed out by state law. The 
board works within the state elections 
division of the office of secretary of 
state. 

The board is bipartisan by design, 
with no more than two of its four mem- 
bers from the same political party. The 
mechanics of elections are supposed to 
be non-political, so the bi-partisan man- 
date makes sense. Three votes are need- 
ed for approval. 

The board’s usual roles are simple 
enough. One is to count the votes after a 
state election and certify the winner, and 
conduct the occasional statewide 
recount. 

Another is to inspect and approve 
nominating petitions for certain offices,

State canvassers look behind petitions 


and handle citizen petitions to amend the 
state constitution or to adopt a specific 
law. For the last two years, that’s where 
problems have arisen. 

* * * 

WHEN IT CAME time to consider 
petitions filed in January with about 
500,000 signatures to put a proposal on 
the 2006 ballot seeking to curb 
Michigan’s historical dedication to affir- 
mative action, hundreds of backers and 
opponents jammed hearing rooms and 
even got a little raucous at times, accord- 
ing to printed reports. 

Tinkering with affirmative action 
tends to evoke severe emotions both 
ways. The so-called Michigan Civil 
Rights Initiative would amend the state 
constitution to prohibit public agencies 
from discriminating against or granting 
preferential treatment in employment, 
education or contracting to anyone based 
on race, gender or national origin. 

The crux of contention now is the 
claim that in many cases signatures were 
solicited by claiming the amendment 


protects affirmative action when oppo- 
nents claim the result is exactly the 
opposite. 

The state canvassers must decide 
whether enough legitimate signatures 
have been filed to satisfy the law and 
send the issue to the voters. In this case, 
317,757 signatures of registered voters 
are required. 

Question: Are signatures valid if the 
person signing did not understand the 


effect.of the amendment, especially if 


they were misled by the person passing 
the petition? 

Further question: Can canvassers go 
beyond the legality of a signature to take 
into account the motive of the signer? 

If a signer mistakenly thinks she/he ts 
supporting affirmative action when the 
proposal actually opposes it, can the 
signer later claim his/her signature was 
not legitimate and therefore should not 
be counted? 

It is indeed a sticky wicket.

dictably could not agree. 

The two Democratic members, Paul 
Mitchell and Doyle O’Connor, voted 
against certification, while one 
Republican member, Kathy DeGrow, 
voted to certify. 

The second Republican, Lyn Bankes, 
a state legislator from Livonia in 1993- 
98, said she was troubled by the allega- 
tions of deceit so she abstained, and said 
she will ask the state legislature for a full 
investigation, 

It is practically certain the courts will 
make the final decision ..... again. 

Canvassers jumped into the same sort 
of box a year ago when deciding on two 
issucs for the 2004 clection and split 
down the middle on whether Ralph 
Nader would be listed on the presidential 
ballot as an independent candidate for 
president (Democrats said, no, 
Republicans said yes), and whether vot- 
ers could vote on amending the state 
constitution to prohibit same gender 
marriage (Democrats said no, 
Republicans said yes). 


In both cases, the courts said yes. Mr. 
Nader had no significant effect in the 
presidential race in Michigan, and voters 
approved the single gender marriage 
ban. | 

Was partisanship within the board of 
canvassers involved in those two deci- 
sions? Of course it was. Is partisanship 
involved again this year? Again, it is. 
Both Republican and Democratic parties 
have fairly well defined positions on alt 
these issues. 

Both sides of the board of canvassers 
apparently interpret their role to include 
the content of proposed amendments, as 
well as the mechanics of making sure the 
wording of the amendments is proper 
and signatures of registered voters are 
adequate to meet legal standards. 

If this interpretation is correct, then 
the system needs change of some sort to 
handle the rest of the job properly.

2004 Michigan drunk driving audit: 
fatalities and injuries decreasing 


An audit of the state’s drunk 
driving arrests, convictions and 
crashes, as well as fatalities and 
injuries involving alcohol 
‘has shown: a 
decrease in these areas for the 
third year in a row. 

The 2004 Drunk Driving 
Audit, issued by the Michigan 
State Police, Criminal Justice 
Information Center, provides 
detailed information, including 
arrest activity by law enforce- 
ment agency for each county in 
the state as well as crash, injury 
and fatality information by 
county. 

In 2004, 418 people died in 
alcohol-and/or drug-related 
fatalities, down from 442 in 
2003. Drunk and impaired dri- 
ving arrests totaled 55,070, a

Supreme Court Justice David 
Souter who gave his consent for 
the seizure of citizen homes by 
a Connecticut town for develop- 
ers to use for public profit may 
now face the same injustice. 

Logan Darrow Clements, a 
prevate developer has appealed 
to the town of Weare, N.H. to 
confiscate the home of Justice 
David Souter on 34 Cilley Hill 
Road for the purpose of build- 
ing “Lost Liberty Hotel and 
Museum,” and also the “Jusi 
Desserts Café.” 

In making his appeal 
Clements wrote: “Although this 
property is owned by an indi- 
vidual, David H. Souter, a 
recent Supreme Court decision, 
Kelo v. City of New London, 
clears the way for this land to 
be taken by the government of 
Weare through eminent domain 
and given to my LLC for the 
purposes of building a hotel. 
The justification for such an 
eminent domain action is that 
our hotel will better serve the 
public interest as it will bring in 
economic development and 
higher tax revenue to Weare.” 

Justice Souter may yet learn 
the danger of breaking any of 
God’s laws. As Jesus stated it in 
Luke 6:31: “And as ye would 


that men should do to you, do. 


ye also to them likewise.” 
Jesus said in Matthew 7:12 that 
the golden rule is a foundation 
of law: “Therefore all things 
whatsoever ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye even so 
to them: for this is the law and 
the prophets.” 

As James Madison, the father 
of our U.S. Constitution, once 
said, “We have staked the 
whole future of American civi- 
lization, not upon the power of 
government, far from it. We

Michigan National Guard annual training begins July 30 . 


Michigan’s Annual training» 
July 30 through August 13, will 
be like no previous annual train- 
ing period. Focus this year is 
based on “Lessons learned” from 
Michigan's previously and cur- 
rently deployed forces in Iraq, 
‘Afghanistan, Bostlia and Kosovo. 
In past years, units coming to 
Camp Grayling to train deploy 
straight to the field training area 
and train tactically for ten (10) 
consecutive days. This year, the 
main camp cantonment area will 
become and Forward Operating 
Base (FOB) similar to those cur- 
rently establish in overseas the- 
aters of operation. Convoys will 
deploy to training areas from the 
FOB. The main camp canton- 
ment area will be the hub of 
activity. 

Michigan currently has over 
thirty unit elements deployed 
with additional unit elements in 
preparation for deployment and 
units on alert for deployment. 


Current : deployed | strength is 
approximately 2,000 soldiers. 
Camp Grayling’s seven units 
have all been deployed or are on 
deployment at this time. 

Training skills honed at Camp 
Grayling will insure their success 
and safe return home. It is our 
mission at Camp Grayling to 
insure that the soldier sons and 
daughters of America are provid- 
ed the finest training resources 
and opportunities available to 
guarantee their success in pre- 
serving our Nation’s freedom. 

In addition, US Navy SEAL 
Teams One and Two will be 
training at Camp Grayling 
August 6 through August 24. 
Both teams have training here 
prior to previous deployments. 

The following are common 
areas of concern regarding Camp 
Grayling activities: 

Ground Weapons Systems: 
Large caliber weapons such as all

The Camp Commander has the 
authority to waive these restric- 
tions if weapons qualification, 
Army readiness evaluations or 
mobilization dictates the necessi- 
ty.

“What we really need is to 
build an observatory,” he replied. 
“Someplace close to campus, but 
away from the glare of the lights.” 


Does he: have a spot picked 


out? . 

You bet he does, and an observ- 
er can just watch the wheels turn 
as he thinks about how to make it 
happen. 

“It’s the building that will cost 
us the most,’ Cochran said mat- 
ter-of-factly. His vision is of a 
pole-barn type structure with a 
flat roof that rolls away to reveal 
the sky. 

Telescopes apparently are the 
affordable part of this dream and 
Cochran has already purchased 
several that make his classes all 
the more interesting. 

He said he begins the three- 
hour community education 
course inside, with a lesson on the 
scale of the universe, Then he 
touches on the background and 
tools of astronomy, such as coor- 
dinate systems and viewing tech- 
niques. 

“We'll have a question-and- 
answer period,” he said. “Then, 
when it’s dark enough, we'll go 
outside.”

He taught at a private all-boys 
high school for a number of years 
but said he always wanted to 
teach at the college level. 


“But I always knew I wanted to | 


teach at a small school,” Cochran 
said. 

With that goal in mind, 
Cochran found his way to 
Kirtland five years ago and has 
become an integral part of the 
college’s sctence program. 


His love for his job comes 
through when he talks. 

“My job is to factlitate learn- 
ing,” he said, “and to show stu- 
dents that there are different ways 
to learn - ‘different ways to go 
about answering the same ques- 
tion.” 

He believes that everyone can 
succeed in math and science 
classes and he works hard to 
make students comfortable with 
the task before them, Being able 
to help students overcome their 
self-imposed limitations in those 
fields and learn how exciting the 
sciences can be is a real source of 
pride for him.

Vintage baseball match pits Hartwick Pines 
Swampers against Midland River Hogs

In a time before grand stands 
and multi-million dollar con- 
tracts, playing baseball was 
about just one thing: playing 
baseball. This is the attitude that 
the Hartwick Pines Vintage 
Baseball Program evokes once 
again. Saturday marked the local 
team’s first game. 

At the match, the local 
Hartwick Pines ‘“Swampers” 
took on the Midland “River 
Hogs” for some 1860's style vin- 
tage baseball action. For the 
game, all players wore authentic 
period uniforms. 

The visiting River Hogs sport- 
ed impressive matching uniforms 
complete with look-alike hats. 
When the Swampers walked onto 
the field, it was clear that our 
local team was a little bit rough 
around the edges, featuring a 
rag-tag array of outfits that 
would be appropriate for the 
period. 

The River Hogs held more 
advantages than just looking 
good, too. They were. all hard- 
ened veterans of a_ historical 
baseball club that had been 
‘formed haif a decade ago. On 
the other hand, the Swampers 
were on their first game of their 
first season ever. Would the local 
underdogs manage to pull 
through? 

Before divulging the answer to 
this question, it is important to 
illustrate some of the essential 
differences between 1860's base- 
ball and the modern sport. First, 
any tree or obstacte in the field is 
considered playing territory- and 
there are plenty of trees at 
Hartwick Pines. 

Also, there are no called balls 
or strikes, and foul balls are not 
considered to be strikes. Strikes 
only occur when a_ player 
swingers the bat and misses the 
ball. 

The “striker” (batter) is “dead” 
(out) when the ball is caught 
from the air, caught after the first 
bounce, or when the third strike 
is caught by the catcher. A base 
runner is dead when forced out, 
tagged out or when running out 
of the base path. 

The balls are larger and softer, 
which helps the fact that players 
do not use gloves. There are 
more differences, but this is 
enough for a basic understand- 
ing of the game. 

The game started with a size- 
able turnout of “cranks” (fans) 
watching the action. After the 
Swampers won the opening coin 
toss, they opted to take the out- 
field first. Despite the local 
team’s luck in the coin toss, they 
had a rough first inning, with the 
River Hogs completing two base 
runs and the Swampers getting 
none. 

Sadly, it only went downhill 
from there, although both teams 
managed to block all runs in the 
third, forth and fifth innings. 
During this time, a Swamper was 
penalized for sliding to third 
base, which was considered to be 
un-gentleman-like conduct at the 
time. 

In the seventh inning, a ball 
landed in a tree and refused to 
come down. According to rules, 
it was still in play. When it was 
eventually knocked out of its 
perch by a stick, a Swamper 

caught the ball on first bounce, 
sending the opposing striker out. 

“Only at Hartwick Pines!” was

River Hogs had 10 runs while the 
local Swampers had zero. 

Yet the mighty Hartwick Pines 
Baseball Club members were not 
discouraged. They pulled it 
together in the last inning to get 


.six runs, which was the highest 


number of runs either team got in 


a single inning. Sadly, this final 
burst of strength was not enough 
to save the Swampers. The final 
score was 13 to 6. 


“For our first time playing, we 


were actually playing quite 
well,” said Rob “Ice Block” 
Burg, a player and team manager 
for thé swampers. It was clear 
that everyone on both teams had

On Sunday morning, a wind 
swept through Crawford County. 
There was also lightning, and 
buckets of heavy rain. And more 
wind. All in all, Crawford 
County had experienced the 
most damaging thunderstorm so 
far this summer, occurring 
approximately between 6:30 
a.m, and 7:30 a.m. 

“As the thunderstorms grow, 
they tap into higher winds 
(above) the surface,” said Steve 
Rowley, a meteorologist from 
the Gaylord office of the 
National Weather Service. Hot, 
humid air and heavy rainfall 
allowed the storm to draw upon 
winds that resided higher in the 
atmosphere, pulling them down 
onto the ground, creating a kind 
of storm called a “downburst” or 
“microburst.” 

Although officials from the 
weather service did not have an 
opportunity to clock the storm’s 
winds, they have used photo- 
graphs to estimate that winds 
peaked at about 60-70 m.p.h. 

“That’s certainly strong 
enough to knock down trees,” 
said Rowley. The first reports of 
the storm were received at about 
6:45 a.in. from the Frederic area. 
It pummeled the county as it 
headed south and slightly east 
for about an hour. 

“When the storm got onto M- 
55 it was no longer producing 
severe damage, although gusty 
wind and rain remained,” said 
Rowley. A few eyewitnesses 
have reported to Avalanche staff 
that the storm started much earli- 
er in the downtown Grayling 
area, These eyewitnesses say 
that there was severe weather in 
this area starting at around 2 or 
2:30 a.m. 

At press time, The National 
Weather Service had no knowl- 


Fortunately, repairs began as soon as the storm 
cleared. Still, it would take over a day for some areas 


to regain power. 
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edge of severe weather occurring 
this early in the night, and 
Rowley stated that severe weath- 
er was unlikely to have occurred 
at this time based on the weather 
patterns that they tracked. 
Despite the apparent confu- 
sion over exactly when what 


areas were hit, the extent of the 


damage is all too clear. Many 
Crawford County residents 
awoke to find their driveways 
blocked, their homes covered 
with foliage and their power and 
phone lines down. 

The area’s largest power 
provider, Consumer's Energy, 
reported that 2,100 customers in 
77 locations in two counties 
were left without electricity by 
the storm. 1,400 Great Lakes 
Energy customers in the 
Kalkaska service area, which 
includes many homes in Western 
Crawford County, also lost 
power, 

Phone service was down in 
various areas. Emergency dis- 
patch services for Grayling also 
lost phone service, which could 
have created a very dangerous 
situation. Fortunately, the 
Grayling Fire Department was 
on hand to quickly re-align their 
phone tower and restore commu- 
nications. City officials reported 
no other emergency services 
being compromised as a result of 
the storm. 

“I don’t think there were any 
of the major lines down in the 
city,” said City Manager Allen 
Lowe. “We were fortunate.” 

In fact, the entire county was 
fortunate that the storm itself 
was far less devastating than it 
could have been. No injuries 


were reported, and despite sever- 
al downed power lines, the fire 
department was not called out on 
any fires,

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Bicyclists chase 
canoes in 5th annual 
Black Bear race 


For 57 years, canoes have pad- 
dled through the night from 
Grayling to Oscoda in what is 
considered to be the number one 
canoe marathon in’ North 
America. For four years, bicy- 
clists have given the canoes an 
11-hour head start, riding a 100- 
mile route Sunday morning from 
Grayling to Oscoda in an effort 
to catch as many canoes as possi- 
ble as they approach their desti- 
nation near the shores of Lake 
Huron. 

The Avita Water Black Bear 
Bicycle Tour will also allow rid- 
ers to pair up with one rider cov- 
ering the 56 miles between 
Grayling and McKinley with the 


second rider finishing the 100-- 


mile trek to Oscoda. Avita Water 
Black Bear volunteer Wayne 
Koppa ‘said, “Many bicyclists 
would like to do what is referred 
to as a century, which is 100 
miles, and the McKinley Class 
gives riders not wanting to ride 
an entire century a chance to try 
a smaller part of the 100-mile 
route. The people in McKinley 
have been. really helpful over 
these last two years with our 
event so we decided it should be 
called the McKinley Class.” 

The first year of the event, 
2001, saw the riders arrive in 
Oscoda 18 minutes after the 
canoes. With the water levels 
being low, canoes had a slower 
year than usual, The fastest male 
rider was David Sweeney of 
Lapeer, Michigan, who covered 
the 100 miles in front of a sur- 
prised crowd in 4 hours and 20 
minutes. The fastest female was 
Bonnie Karas of Rochester Hills, 
Michigan, who posted a time of 4 
hours and 28 minutes. The fol- 
lowing year Sweeney again led 
the crowd with a time of 4 hours 
and 3 minutes, with Karas lead- 
ing the females with a time of 4 
hours and 19 minutes. The bicy- 
cles were 2 minutes behind the 
canoes. Going into the third year 
the bicycles had lost the race 
twice to the canoes but this was 
about to change. 

Mark Sloan, spokesman for the 
Avita Water Black Bear, said, 
“One-hundred and eighty-seven 
riders left for Oscoda at 8 a.m. 
They had a very good tailwind 
and Mark Walls arrived in 
Oscoda 3 hours and 47 minutes 
later, several roinutes ahead of 
the canoes. Bonnie Karas was 
the first female, the third year in 
this position, at an incredible 3 
hours 49 minutes. T.J. Hill, age 
70, covered the 100 miles in 4 
hours and 17 minutes, In 2004, 
although the course ended up 
being a little longer due to con- 
struction, David Johnson showed 
up with a streamlined bicycle 
that covered the course in 3 hours 
and 38 minutes with Bonnie 
Karas being first female at 4 
hours and 23 minutes.” 

The event has entries this year 
from California, New Mexico, 
Connecticut, Illinois, South 
Carolina, Ohio, and Michigan. 
Race officials expect turnout to 
be between last year’s field of 


230 and 300. Entries mailed. 


before the event are less than the 
day of the event to reduce the 
logistics of signing riders up 
before the 8 a.m. start. 
Registration information is avail- 
able on the internet at 
www.egrayling-area,com/black- 
bear2005. 

The real centerpiece of the 
weekend’s activities is 
around the Weyerhaeuser 
AuSable Canoe Marathon. The 
all night battle to paddle from 
Grayling to Oscoda over a 120- 
mile route is littered with turns, 
submerged logs, hanging sweep- 
ers, and vast lakes of water upriv- 
er from the dams. “The fact that 
the canoe teams do that in a non- 
stop 14 to 18 hours is amazing. 


Complementing that accomplish-. 


ment is the effort that takes place 
to ride bicycles in and out of the 
AuSable River Valley for 100 
miles in less than four hours,” 
race officials said. 

The Grayling Rotary Club is 
conducting the Avita Water Black 
Bear Bicycle Tour to open up the 


‘opportunities of the area to 


cyclists looking for a challenging 
ride and some _ outstanding 
scenery. The State Forest in the 
Mio area has been identified by 
Bicycling Magazine as one of the 
“50 Best Areas On The Planet To 
Ride.” 

“We wanted to develop an 
event that you could ride fast or 
slow. We keep the finish line 
open until 4 p.m. We have 
changed the course slightly this 
year and not only are the surfaces 
very good — I think our past rid- 
ers will say this is the best route 
in our five years. The AuSable 
Valley has great recreation 
opportunities with over 1,500 
campsites, world class canoeing 
and fishing, and a half dozen of 
the best scenic overviews in the 
Lower Peninsula. The bicycles 
are a perfect fit,’ Koppa said. _ 

The racing canoes average 
from eight to nine miles per hour 
while a fast cyclist can average 
speeds of twenty-five miles per 
hour. The bicycles will be fol- 
lowing the course of the river, 
Please check the schedule and 
route, you may have the opportu- 
nity to see them on their way to 
Oscoda.
